This year, through the 
activities of the 33 local office: 

scattered over Florida, during 
the 10 months, over 250,000 jobs 
have been secured for workers 
in non-agricultural and farm] 
labor. | 

In the 48 states the combined 
placement of all workers aggre- 
gate 13,680,400 employees in 
selective services for industry, 
business and agriculture. This 
is an inestimable saving of man- 
hours to the economy of the na- 
tion, and a blessing to the mil- 
lions of workers who have taken 
advantage of the services offer- 
ed at no cost to themselves. 

The U. S. Department of La- 
bor attributes this increase in 
employment services to the de- 
mand for workers in the defense 
effort, and to the stimulation 
of business by the stabilization 
of the economy, generally. It 
also attributes this increase to 
“the greater use of the Employ 
ment Service by employers.” 
There is a shortage of workers 
in some of the skills like tool 
makers, engineers, office help 
and ‘technicians. This shortage 
probably will not be fully met, 
but every inducement is being 
offered to recall the aged retired 
for the lighter skilled duties in 
an effort to meet the emergency. 

The Secretary of Agriculture 
estimates there will be 30,000- 
000 bushel shortage in the corn 
crop, as well as in other farm 
production, due largely to short- 
age in the farm labor market, 
and the high wages demanded 
by agricultural workers. It is 
hoped that Florida will escape 
any great farm labor shortage 
by using тоһйе crews and shift- 
ing them fram point to point as 
the need requires.

Mertz discovered that some of 
his designs. which he accomp- 
lished during World War II had 
been incorporated in the Siland 
Decorticator which Harry Nei- 
man has-had in operation in the 
Glades for the past several 
years. On his visit Mertz prais- 
ed the mechanical workmanship 
shown in the unit. 

He developed the design dur- 
ing the closing months of the 
war due to the critical German 
need for ramie fiber when ar- 
rangements were made with 
Spain to grow the crop. The 
first machine of the type was 
built and tried at Emmindingen, 
Germany, where it proved suc- 
cessful. Five additional ma- 
chines were built but were

While doing this work Mertz
